Last night the people of Sitka witnessed 
a Ute ceremony in the Cathedral of St. 
Michael’s fully as interesting as the mar­ 
riage of the Duke of Sparta and the 
Princess of Germany . 
The bride and 
groom were pure blooded Alaskan Indi­ 
ans of the adjoining village. 
It is inter­ 
esting to know that while the influence 
1 of civilization has wiped out the practice 
of buy ing and selling y oung girls as 
wives among these people, in common 
with 
the practice among the North ; 
! American Indians, whom these¡>eople re­ 
semble in only a few respects, still a 
valuable consideration enters into the 
j 
transaction in all cases 
now, 
which 
shows the origin of the latter. The Alas- 
! kail Indian has no ponies for giftéto the 
; parents of the bride, but as blankets here 
are badges of wealth, as ponies are 
I among the p lains Indians, be bears gilts 
: of blankets as the consideration f*» r the 
j bride. 
The Cathedral of St. Michael's, though 
a wooden structure erected over fitly 
years ago, is in an ex cellent state of p res­ 
erv ation, aud its interior is arranged and 
embellished with all the gorgeous ap p ur­ 
tenances which belong to the churches 
of that com m union. 
The wedding took 
p lace at li o'clock, nearly three hours 
after dark. 
The church was brilliantly 
lighted by nearly a thousand candles, 
the windows and the lantern of the c u­ 
p ola being studded w ith them. 
According to universal custom the 
bride m ust lie giv en away by some rela­ 
tive. 
The groom, a rather good looking 
i young Indian, 
p lainly 
an* 1 
decently 
dressed, entered the w est door of the 
church and look a p osition in the center 
of the flour about ten feet from the *i or. 
In about liait an hour afterw ard a knock 
was heard at the same door, when it was 
j op ened by an usher and the bride eu- 
lered, dressed in p ure white, w ith a 
! wreath of artificial flowers as a sort of 
chap let. 
The comp lex ions of both are as 
brown as a chestnut. 
The p erson who 
! gave the bride aw ay p laced lier on the 
left of the groom. 
In the m eantime the gorgeous altar 
screens were throw n op en» md tb« * p riest, 
iu heavy rubes, incrusted with gold and 
silver lace, was observed celebrating that 
p art of the mass p ertaining to that p art 
of the ceremony. 
Large lighted candles 
were then p laced in jh e hands of the 
bride and groom, and the p ri**» t, bearing 
a lighted ta}H‘r and the missal, came 
from behind the altar, and from the 
brilliantly lighted sanctuary, which no 
woman is ev er allowed to enter, aj» - 
p roached a small d« *» k in front of the 
altar screen and read a p ortion of the 
ritu.d iu Russian, and again r e g a lin g it 
m English and Thinklet. 
This p ortion 
eoneiudi d, in which the choir overhead 
joined in singing, he p roceeded to the 
s[*ot w her» - the ex p ectant coup le stood, 
and crossing his hands with theirs, and 
each holding their tap ers so as to form a 
cross, he continued his recital of the 
ritual, the choir m aking resp onses. 
At this p oint the bride and groom 
p laced their rings in h ish an Is, and keep ­ 
ing the hands of all three in the form « if 
a cross, he 1***1 them forw ard to a small 
dais in front <»f the desk.

There have U*en som e pretty big fe­ 
m ale plungers in the <*¡1 m arket at one 
tim e and another. 
There are » -till w o­ 
men speculators in m ost of the* oil e x­ 
changes in the region, hut there are few , 
if an y, of the “ high rollers" left. 
Oil 
City has had more wom en speculators 
in petroleum than any other tow n, al­ 
though at one tim e Bradford hud a fair 
quota. 
The ( irlobe-I lemoerat correspond­ 
ent learned L"J ay that there are but 
three women w ho still visit the Oil E x­ 
change daily and m ake a regular busi­ 
ness of toying with the oily tiger, T hese 
ladie- have ls*en fam iliar figures about 
the exchange for several years, and are 
all that are left out of several wom en 
speculators. 
These ladies do not com e on the floor 
of the exchange, and are not, in fact, 
m em liers, but are in their seats in the 
la die s’ gallery as soon as the exch an ge 
op* iis. and rem ain tolerably regulatly 
until the close at 3 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. 
They deal, of course, 
entirely 
through brokers, a nod being a sufficient 
order for a broker to buy or sell 1,000, 
5,000 (>r 10,00» ) barrels of oil, as th e case 
m ay be. 
It is not often that they go be­ 
yond a deal of 1,000 barrels, as the la­ 
dies w ho are left in the exchan ge, to put 
it in the phras**ology of a broker, are 
‘‘flying ligh t.” 
W ith a few exceptions, 
the ladies w ho have entered tie* ju n gles 
of the oily tiger have got the w orst of it. 
The three w ho still clin g to the exch an ge 
are content to deal in 1,000 barrel lots, 
uml iFis not alw ays they can do this. 
A num ber of Indies prom inent in the 
charitable organizations and in society 
h ere have l>cen successful speculators in 
oil, and two or three of them h ave been 
interested in som e large deals.
